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PREFACE 


The Crawfords of our family have been assigned 
numvers from 1 to 560. Each number represents one per- 
son only. The number above and to the right of the 
name represents the generation to which that person be- 
longs. Thus, 1 Samuel! means that this is the first 
Crawford about whom we have any information, so he is 
the first one described and belongs to the first gener- 
ation. He had one son who is therefore in the second 
generation and is the second person listed-- 2 Rebert?. 
2 Robert had nine children who would constitute the 
third generation. They are listed under the descrip+ 
tion of 2 Robert as follows:

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one wanted to look up the family of 5 Margaret it would 
be found under the number 5 in the descriptive section, 
third generation. Or, if one looked in the index for 

5 Margaret, he would be referred to page 13. In the 
description on page 13 would ve found 

5 MARGARET? ("Peggy")(2 Robert) followed by a descrip- 
tion of her and her family. The name in quotations is 

a nickname and the (2 Robert) means that she was a dau- 
ghter of 2 Robert. The little three, 9, above and to the 
right of the name, means that she belonged to the third 
generation of the known members of our family. 

The Index contains the names of all the Crawfords 
found in this book and the names of the men and women 
whom they married. When a person is usually called by 
the middle name, they are indexed in that way with the 
first name in parentheses. For example, you will find 
(Helen) Marjorie Crawford in the Ms under the general 
name of Crawford, 

Crawfords not of this family and those who married 
them are listed alphabetically with a page reference. 

Crawfords of our family are listed alphabetically 
with their consecutive numbers and the page reference to 
the main description of them. If one wanted to know 
about the brothers and sisters of my father, Dr. T. C.

Looking on page 67 one would see that 145 Treber Cole- 
man Crawford was the son of 54 Robert Crawford, and 
looking back in the fourth generation under 54 one 
would find a list of all the children of 54 Robert 
Crawford. 

Those who married Crawfords of our fanily are list- 
ed alphabetically. The number following their name is 
the consecutive number of the Crawford whoa they mar- 
ried. The page reference will locate them and their 
family. If one knew that Stella Treber had married a 
Crawford, but did not know his name, the index would 
give Treber, Stella .(145) 67 
Hither the page reference or the consecutive number 
145 would locate her and her fanily. 

The index does not contain the names of people 
whose mother’s maiden name was Crawford. To find 
Patricia Jean Smith, one would have to look in the 
jndex for either her father, Frank Milton Smith(283), 
or her mother, 283 (Barbara) Ruth Crawford. 

An outline of the descendants of a certain Robert 
McClung is also included (pages 95, 96 and 97) since so 


many of them married into our family.

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INTRODUCTION 


These data have been collected from old Bibles, 
from old newspapers, and from many friends and relatives 
who have filled out questionnaires and have written to 
me about their particular branch of the family. 

This history was started with the idea of untang- 
Ling the complicated relationships in my own branch of 
the family, and has grown to include as many birth, mar- 
riage and death dates as it has been possible to collect. 
In later generations no attempt has been made to give 
any information beyond the dates and relationships. In 
general, no attempt has been made to record, beyond one 
generation, the descendants of the women who gave up the 
Orawford name by marrying. The exceptions are in the 
third generation where several children and grandchild- 
ren of 5 Margaret, 8 Elizabeth, 9 Nancy and 10 Mattie 
married back into the Crawford family. An outline of 
the descendants of a certain Robert mcClung is also in- 
cluded since many of them married into our family. For 
any one who is interested in genealogy and whose mother 
or grandmother was of this Crawford family, the rela- 
tionships will be recorded here and the later data on 
their own family will be fairly readily available. 

There are at present descendants of four separate 


Crawford families living in Adams,County, Ohio. Perhaps 
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they could all be connected through one original ances- 


tor if we were able to trace them back through England 
and Ireland to their original home in Scotland. 

The name Crawford is of Scottish origin and is 
said to mean a "bloody crossing" as the early Crawfords 
were a Warlike clan. 

The first of these four Crawford families came 
from Green Co. Pennsylvania sometime between 1770 and 
1781 and settled on Brush Creek in Adams Co. Ohio. The 
will of Oliver Crawford was filed in Brown Co.Ohio in 
1818. Oliver and Jane Crawford had nine children, some 
of whom went to Warren Co., some to Brown Ca. and some 
to Darke Co. Ohio. Two daughters, Esther and Ann, stay- 
ed in Adams County and married brothers, Thomas and 
Samuel Thoroman. Many of their descendants still live 
in Adams Sounty, Ohio. 

The second group came sometime after the Revolu- 
tionary Yar. John Crawford, the only son of the Colonel 
William Crawford who was burned at the stake by the 
Indians in Sandusky Co. Ohio in 1782, was a lieutenant 
in the Revolutionary Army. After the war, he sold the 
family farm in Fayette Co. Pennsylvania and settled on 
Iron Ridge, overlooking the Ohio River at the mouth of 
Brush Creek in Adams Ca., Ohio. He died in 1815, leav- 
ing five children; George “ashington Crawford, William 


Crawford, Richard Mason Crawford, Mary Crawford 
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Cummings and Sarah Crawford Rowland. Early records of 
Adams County mention Moses Crawford as a son of Jom 
Crawford of Iron Ridge. This might be a misprint for 
Mason or there might have been a sixth child who died 
or moved away. George Washington Crawford had a son, 
George Washington Crawford who was born in 1839 and died 
in 1927. Many of his descendants still live in the Man- 
chester, Ohio neighborhood. 

The third group of Crawfords came originally from 
England. Rev. William Crawford was the pastor of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church in West Union, Ohio from 
1828 to 1830 and in Winchester, Ohio in 1832. He married 
Mary Fenton and they had one son, Harper, and five dau- 
ghters, Sarah Crawford Bayless, Jane Crawford Woodrow, 


Nan Crawford Collins, Crawford Burwell and Eliza- 





peth Crawford Bayless. A partial outline of the descen- 
dants of Harper Crawford follows:

He married Mattie J. Pennywit and was for years 
Editor of "The Peoplds Defender" in West Union,

Our family was the last to arrive in Adams County. 
Although the details of their arrival will be found 
under the descriptions of the particular people, the 
story of their coming is interesting enough to warrant 
a brief description here. 

In the early 1800s living conditions in Ireland 
had become very difficult and emigration to America was 
increasing rapidly. Rents and taxes were high and ten- 
ant farmers could barely make enough to keep their fam- 


ilies alive. Farmers in Ulster (the northern Counties 


of Ireland) were more likely to own their own small 
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farms, but even they were not too prosperous and were 
subject to a considerable amount of religious persecu- 
tion. One student* of the causes of emigration says 
that these farmers “and their children provided most of 
that superior emigration with capital which disturbed 
the Irish Press at intervals between those years".(1815 
and 1841). "They alone of the Irish had the ability and 
enterprise to push into the new lands of the Ohio and 
Mississippi valleys, and they took their place with 
American, English, Scottish and German settlers in buil~ 
ding the new agricultural west". These early Irish 
emigrants were “essentially British or Scottish in blood, 
Protestant, accustomed to some degree of self government 
and to the English language, and easily absorbed into 
American life". Before the great migrations which fol- 
lowed the total destruction of the potato crops of 1845 
and 1846 "The careful, plodding Ulster farmer had given 
way to a mercurial creature who was almost as ignorant 
of the new world into which he had come as an insect 
released from the chrysalis"...*The typical emigrant up 
to 1830 and perhaps 1835 was a small farmer, often im- 
poverished and ill versed in his own business but proud 
of his independence and determined to improve upon it in 


the new world".

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Whatever the causes back of the migration of the 
first members of our family, we know that they must 
have been fairly prosperous for the fares ana provisions 
for such a trip must have been costly. Some of them 
had attended private schools in Ireland and one had been 
a schoolmaster in Ireland ana later taught in Ohio. 

On September 4th, 1816 the “Halifax Packet" arrived 
in Philadelphia and the passenger list shows that there 
was & Samuel Crawford on board. Family tradition says 
that 3 Samuel Crawford and his brother-in-law, samuel 
McClung, came together, and that after a little while 
Samuel Crawford sent Samuel McClung back to Ireland for 
his wife, Mary McClung Crawford, and their three chil- 
dren. They arrived in the United States about 1822, 
atayed for a while with 4 Fanny Crawford Walker in Penn- 
sylvania, then moved to Virginia and finally to Ohio. 

9 Nancy Crawford Lindsay was Living in New York by 1824 
and later moved to adams County. 10 Mattie Crawford 
Noble and her family were living in Pennsylvania before 
1840. The date of arrival of 8 Betty Crawford Flemming 
is not known. 6 Andrew Crawford came either in 1816 or 
about 1828 with Samuel’s family. In 1839, Andrew went 
back to Ireland, married a young girl and told so much 
about America that he got quite a crowd to come back 


with him. In fact, his father, two brothers, a sister, 
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and all their families came back with him in 1840. They 
left Ireland early in April, 1840 on the sailing ship 
"“Napier® and landed in Philadelphia May 19,1840 after a 
stormy crossing which took six weeks and three days. I 
have seen the ship»s list at the Customs House in Phila- 
delphia, and the following is the list of thirty-three 


members of our family who were on the "Napier".

The price paid for passage included only transpor~ 
tation, water and wood. They had to bring along all 
their own food ( for thirty-three people for six weeks) 
and cook over an open fire on deck. The waves often 
washed over the deck and put out the fire. Moat of 
them were seasick and the few who were not "flipped the 
flapjacks" for the whole group. Little six-year-old 
Margaret had smallpox on the trip over and her little 
prother, Noble, died and was buried at sea-- by night, 
so that his mother would not see it. 

I have heard the story that on the stormy crossing 
when it seemed that the boat would be lost, old Robert 
Crawford prayed for safe passage for his family and prom- 
ised the Lord that if He got them safely to America, he 
would never bother Him again. The story goes on, that 
since they did get here safely, Robert Crawford kept his 
promise. 


They went directly to Adams County where 3 Samuel 
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Crawford and 6 Andrew Crawford were already established. 
Some of them settled on farms and others worked at the 
various iron foundries at Steam Furnace, Franklin Fur- 


nace, etc. 
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HISTORICAL SECTION 
First Generation 
1_ SAMUEL CRAWFORD? 
Nothing is known about this first Crawford except 
his name and the fact that he had one son, Robert. The 
names of his wife and other children are not known. He 


did not leave Ireland. 


Second Generation 

2 ROBERT CRAWFORD? (1 Samuel) was born about 1765 in 
County Tyrone, Ireland. He married Ann Walker who must 
have died before 1840 as she did not come with her 
family to this country. This Robert Crawford, with four 
of his nine children, twenty-two of his grandchildren 
and two great-grandchildren came to the United States 
jn the sailing ship "Napier" on May 19,1840. They land- 
ed at Philadelphia after a stormy crossing which lasted 
six nooks and three days. He, and all of the others who 
came in 1840, came directly to Adams County, Ohio. He 
died in Adams County, and is buried in the Villiage Cem- 
etery in West Union, Ohio.

3 SAMUEL CRAWFORD® (2 Robert) was born in Ireland in 





August 1784 and died in Adams County, Ohio Dec.9,1854. 
He married Mary McClung who was born Apr.23,1793 and 
died July 19,1876. He, with his brother-in-law Samuel 
McClung, came to the United States on the "Halifax 
Packet" and landed in philadelphia Sept.4,1816. After 
a short time, he sent Samuel McClung back to Ireland for 
his wife and three children, Robert, Margaret and John. 
When they arrived in this country (about 1822) they 
stayed for some time with 4 Fanny Crawford Walker and 
her family in Pennsylvania, then went to Virginia, and 
finally to Adams County, Ohio. They came down the Ohio 
River on a flat-boat, landed at Manchester and settled 
at the old Steam Furnace. They later moved down onto 
Brush Creek, and Samuel and Mary Crawford are both 
buried on the James Noble Crawford farm near the Sproull 


pridge near Dunkinsville, Ohio.

6 ANDREW CRAWFORD? (2 Robert) was born in Ireland about 
1789 and died in West Union, Ohio about 1842. The list 

of the "Napier" (page 7) gives his age as 30, but from 
all family tradition about his having been a school tea- 
cher in Ireland before he came to this country, and from 
the descriptions of him as "the old bachelor who went 
back to Ireland and married a young girl", he was prob- 
ably about 50 rather than 30. He came to this country 
about 1822 and taught school in Adams and Brown Counties. 


General U.S. Grant is said to have gone to school to hia. 
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He*want back to Ireland in 1839, married a young girl, 
and told so much about America that he got quite a crowd 
to come over when he came back in 1840. He later kept a 
hotel in West Union, Ohio. His wife, Jane 

was born in Ireland about 1818. after Her husband, Ad- 
drew, died in 1842, she married his nephew ,Robert, who 
had lived with them. (See 33 Robert.) She died July 30, 
1851 of cholera in the epidemic in West Union, Ohio, and 
was buried the same night.

and died Aug.235,1873 at the farm on Brush Creek where he 
settled soon after coming to this country in 1840. His 
wife, Jane McClung was born in 1792 and died Nov.7,1855. 
They are both buried on the hillside farm (now owned by 
Bert Moore) where they lived. Four graves are located 
between two huge boulders which have rolled down from 
the top of the hill. These stones are perhaps 5 x 5x10 
feet in size and form a rough V, about 10 feet wide at 
the front and about 5 feet wide at the back. A monument 


carries the following inscriptions:

Our Father Our Mother 
John Crawford died Jane Crawford 
Aug. 25,1875 died 
in the 83rd year of Nov.7,1855

The daughter is 58 Margaret and the grandchild is a son 
of 16 Samuel Crawford and 35 Jane Crawford.

Ten of their eleven children came to the United States 
with them in 1840. The eldest daughter, Mary, was 
already living in Pittsburgh when the others came over. 
The youngest child, Noble, aged two, died on the voyage 
and was buried at sea at night. The daughter Margaret 
had smallpox on the trip over. John Crawford, with his 
two sons, 31 Samuel and 32 George, worked on the con- 
struction of the Maysville and Zanesville Turnpike bet- 
ween West Union and Aberdeen, Ohio.

1l ROBERT CRAWFORDS ("Robin® or "Uncle Bobby")(2 Robert) 
was born in County Pyrone, Ireland in 1796 and died near 
Dunkinsville, Ohio June 7,1884. He was married Jan.7, 
1827 in the Parish of Fintenay, County Tyrone, Ireland 
to Mary Kirkpatric who was born in 1796 and died April 
25,1879. They are both buried in the Villiage Cemetery 
in West Union, Ohio. They came to this country in 1840 
with six of their children. Two others were born in 
the United States. They lived in what was known as the 
old stone house, about four miles north of West Union, 
Ohio on Lick Fork. They first rented the land from 
Andrew Ellison, then bought it about the time of the 


Civil War. This land is still owned by 146 Oscar 
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Crawford, a grandson of the original purchaser. The 
original sea chest in which they brought their posses- 
sions on the "Napier*® is still in the family. It is a 
pox of heavy lumber, about 2x2x 4 feet, and has the 
initials R.C. burned in the lid.

12 ROBERT CRAWFORD* ("Lame Robert") (3 Samuel) was born 
April 6,1813 in County Tyrone, Ireland and died Mar.9, 
1901 in Adams County. He came to the United States in 
1822 with his mother, brother 14 John and sister 13 
Margaret. They stayed for a time with his aunt (4 Panny 
Walker) them moved to Virginia for a while and finally 
came down the Ohio River on a flatboat to Manchester, 
Ohio and settled at Steam Furnace. There he broke his 
leg, and thereafter walked with a limp which earned for 
him the nickname of "Lane Robert". After he was able to 
get around he learned engineering under a man named Mike 
Henderson, and was later Bngineer at Scioto Furnace. He 
retired in 1870 to a farm near Scioto Purnace, and in 
March 1875 bought the farm on Ellison’s Ridge in Adams 
County where he died in 1901.
